Where Subſcriptions have not been ſufficient for Supporting 
theſe Schools, it has been uſual in ſome Places to have-Sermons, 
preach'd once a Year, or oftner, ſhewing the. Neceſſity and Uſe- 


fulneſs of this Charity, and to have Collections made at the : 


Church Door for that purpoſe after Sermon. — | * +: 
At St. Katherine's by the Tower in London, Two of the Tru- 
ſtees are commonly choſe Collectors of the Land Tax; and give the 
Poundage to the School; wherefore the other Truſtees aſſiſt 
them in Collecting by Turns. They have Lent Sermons at this, 
and the Pariſh of St. James's Clerkenwell, with Collections at the 
Church Doors, appropriated to the Charity- Schools; they alſo 
Farm the Lamps in the Pariſh of St. Katherine s, and give the 


Profits thereof to the Schools; in which laſt Particular, the Pa- 


riſh of St. Paal Shadwell follow their Example. 


Next to the many Lectures that are preached in and about 


London, nothing has tended ſo much to increaſe the Number of
